Tcxnrkana, Ark., May 13 (spec- 


al)—The Prosecuting 
Attorney's 


office today filed an information 
in Miller Circuit Court charging 
Jett Williams, Hope resident but 
Dwner and operator of a Tcxar- 
tana liquor store, with violation of 
a state law governing the sale of 
liquor. The information, as filed, 
alleges that Williams violated a 
section of a 10-17 Act which makes 
it unlawful for any retail liquor 
store operator to dispense intoxi- 
cating liquors to any one person 
in quantities or amounts in excess 
of five gallons, in toto, during any 
twenty-four hour period.

If Moscow will drop that, 
and raise its heavy hand from hot- 
spots like Korea and Greece and 
Italy, then amicable relations may 
be restored. 


Will Russia be willing to aban- 


don this cardinal policy? I think 
not.

extending Communist influence by 
strong-arm methods, only holding 
her hand when it becomes obvious 
that further aggression may pro- 
duce war.
